Ist, a big thank you to BRUCE CONTI for the Nashua 
WRC Convention. I vag able to break away from an extended vacation on Cape Cod to 
attend. Lots of fun to renew acquaintances vith people whom I haven't seen for a 
long time, including our {llustrous MUSINGS editor (last time Dave & T saw each ot- 
her was at a get-together at my house in Freehold, NJ in 1964). Also enjoyed the 
station tours, banquet, auction (particularly RON MUSCO's careful handling of his 
purchases!) and TONY FITZHERBERT'S slide show. While on the Cape (N Truro), was 
able to do some DXing with the Sony ICF7S0L. Excellent location (no particularly 
strong or sloppy locals like here) and lots of interesting stations to hear (forgot 
how varied the New England radio dial is), Also, Dave receiving reports from *Tub- 
esters", as I am one of such, I'11 give some background. With the exception of the 
ICP7SOL used while travelling, T have exclusively used vacuum tube equipment during 
my DX years.
